Liberty Hill Church, Chilton County, Ala. 

The Seventy-third session of the Mulberry Missionary

REPORT ON SUNDAY-SCHOOL.

We, your Committee on Sunday-school, beg leave to sub- 
mit as follows : No church, we believe, can do -her full duty 
without a Sunday-school, as we consider the Sunday-school the 
primary department of the church. We believe that the Sun- 
day-school is the life of the church to a great extent We fur- 
ther believe that the Sunday-school should be controlled and 
dictated by the church, since it is for the benefit of the church, 
and the place where the young and the old are taught the 
Word of God. Brethren, once a month is not often enough 
for Christians to receive spiritual food; so a church without a 
Sunday-school, that only receives this food once everv month, 
will be found in a starving condition. Therefore the Sunday- 
school is necessary in every church in order that Christians 
may meet together and thereby receive spiritual food at least 
once a week, that we may grow in grace and in the know- 
ledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.

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REPORT ON ORPHANS' HOME. 

The Orphans' Home, located at Evergreen, Ala., and 
superintended by Rev. J. W. Stewart, is the creation of our 
State Convention, and is therefore the personal, and should be 
the spiritual concern of every Baptist in Alabama. The mem- 
ory of the philanthropic spiru whiv h actuated the minds of 
the brethren who conceived the thought, and the wisdom and 
benevolence which supplied the means and contrived the way, 
will constitute a monument over the graves of the founders 
more lasting than marble. The Home was opened about 8 
years ago. It has had a great number of children in it. It 
has about 70 now. It takes about $10.00 a day to feed the present 
number. Bro. Stewart needs and has asked for another build- 
ing to be used for a sick room. Your committee earnestly re- 
commend that every church and individual member of the 
Mulberry Association contribute to this cause, and for these 
(otherwise homeless) children, as you would wish others to 
contribute to yours should they be so unfortunate as to be 
left in a like condition.

We believe that the main object of 
every preacher should be to enlighten the people and show 
them their condition, and we feel that there is no better way 
to do this than to place good literature in their hands. We 
feel that if every preacher of this land could and would place 
periodicals and good literature of every kind into the hands 
of the people throughout this land, crimes would be fewer, 
homes would be happier, and thousands who are now tread- 
ing the by paths of sin and death would be brought into the 
fold of God.
